figures, the exports of Indian tea in 1896-7 | 


amounted to 145,671,967 Ibs, and in 1900-1 
to 183,302,626 Ibs. In the fortaer of these 
years the exports of tea from Hankow, 
Shunghai, Foochow, and’ Carton amounted 
to 38,198,939 lbs.; in. the latter, . to 
25,084,775 Ibs., while in 1962-3 not quite 
complete figures showed -an- export of 
19,016,429 Ibs. only from- the four China 
ports, But the Ceylon figures are even 
more startling in comparison with those of 
China, In 1887 Ceylon only exported 
13,800,545 lls. of tea, Mounting rapidly, 


-| the figures wached in 1896, 108,141,412 lbs. 


and in 190] no: less than 145,188,244 lbs., 
not to mention another 1,110,744 lbs. of 
grecn tea. Now, of course, there ure other 
factors beside advertising which have con- 
tributed to bring this result about. But 
who can doubt thu, the very vigorous 
pushing of. the southern teas has produced 
a great ellect ? One striking advertisement 
haa Intely -been circulated freely in Ger- 
nuny culling attention to the “disguating,” 
“ filthy,” “ primitive,” “untiquated'? way 
in which tea is prepared in China, in 
contrast to thé. clean and modern methods 
of Ceylon. ’ The advertisement says :— 
“We in Germany drink hardly anything 
but China tea owing to old custom, but 


| people. would nos atick to it obstinately if 


they had any idea of the improper manner 
in which the “leaves are prepared by the 
Chinese, who as everybody kuows have no 


“| idea of cleanliness.” Can it be’ imagined 


that such statements bave no effect in a 
country which has hitherté supporied China 
teas? Jt hardly looks possible for the 
appureotly dying Chiua teatrade to fight 
with suceess against the wealth and com- 
petition of ita rivals. Yet those who prefer 
the more refined flavour ad healthier. 
qualities of good China tea cannot but view 
with regret the absolute victory of the 
southern article. .

Dr Jonathon . Hutchinson writes to the 
Madras Mait a brief statement of the opinions 
he is going to endeavour to explain snd justify.

(1) That leprosy ie caused by a bacillus 
which gains access to the body through the 
stomach, and not either by the breath or the

(2) That thore is great danger in eating food 
directly from the hands of a lepar, but that the 
davger is rarely encountered exceptibg by 
young children. ; 

(3) That iu the great-majority of cazes in 
which growa-up persons ome lepers the 
becillus enters the stomach in connection with 
badly .oured fish eaten in o stute of partial 
decomposition ond not sufliciently cooked. 

(4) That the bacilius is not present ia any 
other forms ot fish food than that just referred 
to, which is indeed usually taken as a condiment 
(with rice, ate.), rather than as Jocd. : aoe 

(5) ‘That: it-is but very seldom ‘that -tho 

bacillus is present even in such fish, and thot it 
is especi ily likely {o be found in fish which has 
Leon imported from a distance. 
*, (6) Thot s very smsli quantity of tainted 
fish may gufficd to introduce the bacillus, and 
‘that along peried is neccasary before its results. 
will be.observed. ; . : 

(7) That it is, from what bas. been ‘just 

arved, not surprising that in India leprosy is 
often found imregions at a distance from seas or 
rivers, and where comparatively little fish is 
eonsumed, ; :

| Minister at Peking drew up several proposals 
in regard to the co-operative administration of 
Manchuria by Russia and China aod offered 
thom to the Chinese Government for acceptance, 
Tho pruposals are aa follows :— 4 

1,-Russia should be permitted to send 8,500 
more troops to Manchuria and station them at 
short intervels along the Chincse Eastern 
Railway for the maintenance of order. 

2—A new college should be established in 
Harbin, in which both the Russian and. the 
Chines) languages should be taught, snd in 
whioh two Directors, ono a Raasiun officor, and 
the other a Chinese, should be app.inted. 

3—In Kirin, Horbin, and’ two other 
important places post offices should — be 
established, and placed’. under. the combined 
rranagement of ‘Chinese and Russian officers. 

4.—Before the date arrives for the second 
batch of Rassian troops to evacuate Manchuria 
in 1903, as stipulated in the Russo-Chinese 
Convoution, a. new Treaty sbould be entered 
into between’ Russia and China for the 
eafe-guarding of the commorcial interesta of 
both’ coustries in Manchuria, as well as for the \ 
protoction of Russian residents there. 

Judging by the above proposals, says the 
Shen Pao, Russia has no idow of ever 
withdrawing her troops from Manchuria 
and restoring that province to its rightful 
owner. It’ China accepts those proposals, 
she practically. hands Manchuria over to 
Russia. And, os soon is Russia has succeeded 
in severing Manchuria, the ancestral homo of 
the Ta-Tsing Dynasty, from the (hinese 
Empire, China wilt lose her foundation and her 
position will be us critical os that of a large 
numiber of eggs heaped up very high and in 
constant danger of falling down and breaking 
to pieces, If Chisa wishes to avoid becoming 
a second Cores, she must not accept the Russian 
proposals, and ebonld try to induce some of the 
more friendly Powers ‘such as England,

In ita summary of the chief events of tho 
yoar thé Times devotes a good deal of attention 
to the Navy, and a utudy of the record of! 
warship construction in 1902 is particularly 
satisfactory at @ time. when feverish activity.

the steady realisation of the plans for the 
mujatensnee of our sea supremacy, , this is an 
important achiovement, vapecially as of late wo! 
bave follen far behind the epred attained in the 
completion of the first vessels of the BMajestic 
closs. The tonnage lanoched was not sonsa- 
‘tional; two battleships, one armoured cruiser 
aud iwo protected eruisors, of a totul displace- 
-mont-of 51,560 tons from ‘the public yards, and 
our armoured crnivers of an aggregate displace- 
mont of 39,208 tona from the private yards, 
besides torpedo craft and submarines.
